WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
President Barack Obama 
vowed to reverse a tide of 
economic inequality tlireat- 
emng the American dream 
Tuesday, seeking to outflank 
Republicans and revive a sec¬ 
ond temi blighted by self-in¬ 
flicted wounds and partisan 
warfare 

In his annual State of the 
Union address, Obama prom¬ 
ised to wield his executive 
powers in a "year of action" 
to lift up workers, improve 
education and clean tlie envi¬ 
ronment if lus foes in Con¬ 
gress balk at more sweeping 
action. 

■America does not stand 
still -- and neither will I," 
Obama said, talking past the 
lawmakers gathered m the 
House of Representatives di¬ 
rectly to millions of televi¬ 
sion viewers. 

■Inequality has deepened. 
Upward mobility has stalled 
and too many still aren't 
working at all. 

■Our job IS to reverse 
these trends," Obama said, 
pounding out lus points with 
a punchy, optimistic delivery 
apparently keen to suggest 
that despite five gmeling 
yeai's he still has energ}*' and 
purpose for lus task. 

While focusing squarely 
on a domestic audience, 
Obama strayed into foreign 
policy only briefly dunng the 
one hour, 16-minute speech, 
as his cabinet and military 
brass looked on. 

He vowed to support 
democracy in Ukraine, 
warned Al-Qaeda's tlireat had 
evolved and yet again urged 
Congress to let him close the 
war on terror camp at Guan¬ 
tanamo Bay Cuba. 

But mostly Obama mined 


a political seam that has 
proven rich in the past, 
billing himself as the cham¬ 
pion ofnuddle class families 
fighting to overcome the 
worst recession since the 
Great Depression. 

He opened on an upbeat 
note, saying that thanks to 
"five years of grit" by the 
Amen can people, tlie US 
economy was finally poised 
for a "breakthraugh." 

■fllie Uiuted States is bet¬ 
ter positioned for the 21st 
century than any other nation 
on earth," Obama declared, 
toutmg the lowest unemploy¬ 
ment rate in five years and a 
rebounding housing market. 

Yet he argued the "’defin¬ 
ing project of our generation 
IS to restore'' the promise of 
equality of opportunity for all 
Amen cans. 

He promised to use exec¬ 
utive action to raise the min¬ 
imum wage for federal 
workers on new contracts 
from $7.35 to $10.10 per 
hour, and to create a new re¬ 
tirement savings "starter" 
scheme to help millions of 
Amen cans. 

Senate Majority leader 
Harry P.eid said the upper 
chamber will vote on the 
wage increase proposal in the 
coming weeks "and I hope 
Republicans will join us in 
turning this and other com¬ 
mon-sense proposals into 
law.^ 

Obama called on corpo¬ 
rate CEOs to pledge not to 
discnminate against long¬ 
term unemployed job seek¬ 
ers, and to introduce new 
energy - e ffi ci ent fu el stan - 
dards for tmcks wlnle work¬ 
ing witli cities and states to 
promote cleaner power.

lem requiring intervention of 
professionals specialized in 
tliese situations 

According to Minister of 
Education, Michelle Hooy- 
bo er-Winklaar, a change is 
urgently necessary, to create 
a system where each child in 
school whom encounter a 
problem, whether great or 
small, can receive the neces- 
saiy"' assistance. 

Tins will require a change 
of management but also the 
fimds from the government.

Cluster 4 is a speaal 
school for cluldren with so- 
dal/emotioiial problems and 
with behavioral problems, 
winch makes it difficult for 
tliem to foil aw their studies in 
a regular school. Tins is for 


students who are as intelligent 
as students in any other regu¬ 
lar school. Tlie “Cluster 4” 
school will open in tlie sclio ol 
year 2014/2D15 and will 
begin witli four class rooms 
with a total of 43 students. 

Tlie Multi Disciplinary 
Center (MDC) in Dakota al¬ 
ready 0 filers VBiriDUiS services 
related to learning difficul¬ 
ties. The govemmentintends 
to invest in MDC so they can 
offer a better and more stinc- 
tured organization so many 
more students who need tins 
type of guidance can be 
help ed. 

Along with this, the gov¬ 
ernment will explore the po s- 
sibility of creating a fund for 
students who cannot aSord to 
pay for after school lesson 
guidance (bijles). 

"Education is a fiimdamen- 
tal right and I want to not 
only guarantee access to edu¬ 
cation, but also remove tlie 
obstacles so that each child 
can reach their maximum p o- 
tential,” the Minister empha¬ 
sized.

He called on lawmakers to 
"say Yes, give Anieiica a 
raise" hut they appear un¬ 
likely to heed his call. 

Such IS the stranglehold 
Republicans have clamped 
on Congress, much of 
Obama's second temi agenda 
is stillborn. 

Few easy victories 

Obama's subtext was re¬ 
viving a presidency that 
seems to be racing towards 
early lame duck status after a 
disastrous 2013. 

He also needs to shield al¬ 
lied lawmakers from being 
pulled down by lus relative 
unpopularity -- he has a 43- 
p ercent approval rating -- and 
Democrats are inpenl of los¬ 
ing the Senate in mid-term 
elections. 

The president's reputation 
was sullied by the disastrous 
rollout of his signature healtli 
care law, a government shut¬ 
down drama and perceived 
missteps abroad last year. 

He admitted the Oba- 
macare website needed fix¬ 
ing, but fiercely defended tlie 
principle of expanding cover¬ 
age to almost all Americans, 
which Republicans have 
voted over 40 times to repeal. 

The grand designs of the 
once-inspirational president's 
first year in office are but a 
memory. 

But there are signs that 
Obama's rhetoric on eco¬ 
nomic disparity IS paying off 
as Republicans also tackled 
the issue in their response to 
Obama's address. 

Republicans .^eptical 

In tile official Republican 
response, cangresswoman 
Catliy McMorris Rodgers 
promised Amencans an 
agenda tliat 'empowers you, 
not file government."

The speaker of the Repub¬ 
lican-lead House of Repre¬ 
sentatives, Jolin Boehnei; 
said Obama's address showed 
the president is running on 
empty. 

"After five years, Presi¬ 
dent Obama is dearly out of 
ideas. With few bipartisan 
proposals, Amencans heard a 
president more interested in 
advanang ideology than in 
salving the problems regular 
folks are talking about," 
Boeliner said in a statement. 

With power ebbing at 
home, second-term presi¬ 
dents often look for opportu- 
mty abroad. 

But with America facing 
challenges fi'om Syria to the 
South Cluna Sea, there are 
few easy viclones on offer 
for Obama. 

He defended an intenm 
nudear deal wifii Iran, which 
has many skeptics in Con¬ 
gress, as the best way to re¬ 
solve a top secunty challenge 
"wnfiiout the nsks of war.' 

Obama also reiterated his 
vow to veto a new sanctions 
bill that he fears could cause 
Iran to walk away from the 
negotiating table 

While Al-Qaeda's core 
leadership was 'on a pafii to 
defeat,' the extremist threat 
was evolving through Yemen, 
Somalia, Iraq and Mali, 
Obama said. 

In the emotional lugh 
point of the speech, Obama 
praised a US soldier w^ho was 
blown up in Afghanistan but 
is fighting back firom massive 
brain mjunes. 

"Like the America he 
serves. Sergeant First Class 
Cory Remsburg never gives 
up and he does not quit," he 
said, drawing a prolonged 
ovation for Remsburg, who 
was seated beside First Lady 
Michelle Obama 

The president argued that 
US diplomacy hacked by 
force had resulted in the han¬ 
dover of Syria's chemical 
weapons, and was supporting 
difficult talks on an Israeli- 
Palestinian peace.

Freak snowstorm, cold snap paralyzes US South 


WASHINGTON (AFP) -Tlie 
usually balmy US South was 
paralyzed Wednesday by a 
fi'eak snowstonn that forced 
thousands of children to shel¬ 
ter m schools overnight and 
left thousands of motorists 
stranded on icy roads. 

Schools were closed 
Wednesday in towns and 
cities across the region, as au- 
fiionties struggled to shake off 
Tuesday's unusual snowfall 
and fireesing temperatures. 

Emergency declarations 
were issued in several south¬ 
ern states, as a result of the 
wintry conditions felt as far 
south as Texas and aftecting 
Alabama, Florida, South Car¬ 
olina and other states famous 
as havens firom file northern 
winter. 

Temperatures in Atlanta 
fell to 14 degrees Fahrenheit 
(minus 10 Celsius), the cold¬ 
est in memory for many resi¬ 


dents. New Orleans shivered 
at 30^ Falirenheit. 

Traffic was still snarled in 
many places, more than 34 
hours after the backups 
began. 

Tliousands of desperate 
motorists ditched fiieir cars to 
seek shelter at roadside shops 
and convenience stares, 
where they slept on floors 
overnight 

Georgia said at least one 
person had been killed in the 
cold snap and that more fiian 
1,200- traffic accidents were 
reported. 

Governor Nathan Deal of 
Georgia expressed his grati¬ 
tude to school staff who 
stayed with students 
overnight 

'I want to say, at this 
point, a thank you to the 
teachers, to the staff, to the 
resource o ffi cers at those 
schools,' he told reporters. 


'Many of them were there 
all night and made sure fiiat if 
the children were staying in 
tileir school, fiiey were safe." 

Perhaps even less fortu¬ 
nate were children whose 
drivers succeeded in getting 
fiiem onto buses, only to be¬ 
come stuck on roads for 
hours during the ride home 
firom school. 

Compounding the prob¬ 
lem was that many roads had 
not been pre-treated with 
sand and salt to make them 
more navigable. 

State police and national 
guard officials said they were 
working to cl ear travel lanes, 
and reunite stranded school 
children with their families. 

News reports said police 
were still trying to rescue mo¬ 
torists stranded on file sides 
of roads, many of whom had 
been forced to tough out the 
night in fiieir vein cl es.

land Yard has suspicions con¬ 
cerning tliree people and wants 
to interview these people. 

‘Tliese people would be 
spoken to within the frame¬ 
work of the intern ah on al judi¬ 
cial cooperation, and what they 
have to say would be taken 
into account," he told reporters 
in Lislon. 

The Daily Mirror newspap ei' 
in Britain said four Scotland 
Yard policemen had gone to 
Fai'o and were "set to swoop 
on three suspects" drought to 
be pait of a burglary gang. 

Madeleine vanished from a 
holiday apai'tment intlie beach 
resort of Praia da Luz, days be¬ 
fore her fouitli birthday in 
3007. Her parents were dimng 
witli friends at a restaurant 
close by. 

Portuguese authorities 
closed tlieir mvestigalion into 
McCann's disappearance m 
200S, but Scotland Yard spent 
two years reviewing tlie evi¬ 
dence at the British govern¬ 
ment's request and opened 
their own probe in July last 
year'. 

Geriy and Kate McCann 
have never dropped tlieir cam¬ 
paign to find Madeleine. They 
believe she was kidnapped and 
IS still alive.

When tlie horseuieal scandal 
empted a year ago, govern¬ 
ments scrambled to frnd out 


how the mislabelling of meat 
happened m the sprawling 
chain of production, spanning 
abattoirs and meat suppliers 
across Europe. 

Hie scandal prompted the 
European Commission to 
order tests of food across the 
European Union wbch 
showed that almost one in ?Q 
meals marketed as beef was 
likely to be tainted with horse. 

Though the scai'e first 
erupted in Ireland and Biitaiii, 
there was no trace of horse- 
tainted pro ducts in either coun¬ 
try, with the Inghest number 
found in France, Greece, 
Latvia and Denmai’k in that 
order.

She was also meant to have 
dye injected into an aitay in 
her brain as pait of the proce¬ 
dure, but the syringes got 
mixed up, leaving her with 
penuanent brain damage 

Hie vicUm will also receive 
£3 S3,000 ayearunbl she turns 
19, winch will luaease to 
£4 33,000 pa year for as long 
as she lives. 

The court heai’d how there 
wae no labels on the syringes 
to identify wliich was glue and 
which was dye. 

"We can't wind the clock 
back," said the Inist's lawya 
Nick Block. “We hope there 
are now systems and proce¬ 
dures in place to ensure such a 
tragic iinstake cannot be made 
again." 

Mai ska's father Sadir, said 
his daughter's life was "m- 
ined". "I hope that by bringing 
tins case, lessons will have 
been learned to avoid this hap¬ 
pening to other families," he 
added.

WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Women ai'e often in the dai’k 
when it comes to basic facts 
about sex, fertility, pregnancy 
and tiieir own reproductive 
healtii, according to a US study 

Tlie research was conducted 
by Yale Uiiiveraty via an on¬ 
line survey of 1,000 women 
aged IS^O fr'om across the 
United States. 

Just one in 10 women knew 
tiiat sex was required before 
ovulation, not after, m order to 
optimise tire chances of preg¬ 
nancy, said the findings in the 
journal Fertility Emd Sterility 

More tiian one tliird tiiought 
tiiat certain sex positions, like 
raising one's Inps, could in¬ 
crease the chance of preg¬ 
nancy. 

About 40 percent thought 
their ovaries were continually 
producing new eggs. 

"Tills misperception is of 


paiticular concern, especially 
so in a society where women 
are uicreasingly delaying preg¬ 
nancy," said co-autiior Lubna 
Pal, associate professor of ob- 
sletiics, gynecology Bind repro¬ 
ductive sciences at Yale 
About half of women had 
never disicussed their rep roduc¬ 
tive health with a doctor, said 
tlie survey. 

Some 30 percent said they 
either never went for a 
women's healtli check-up or 
did so less than once a year. 

When it came to healtii dur¬ 
ing pregnancy, half were un¬ 
aware that multivitamins with 
folic acid are recommended to 
prevent birtli defects. 

One frfth did not know that 
advancing age could cause 
111 gher rates of mi sc ani age, in- 
ferhlity and fetal abnonnalities 
“This study, on one hand, 
brings to the forefront gaps in 
women's knowledge about 
their reproductive health, and 
on the other, highlights 
women's concerns tiiat are 
often not discussed with healtii 
providers," said senior author 
Jessica Illuzzi, also an associ¬ 
ate professor at Yale. 

"It IS important tiiat these 
conversations happen in this 
ever-changing family land¬

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T ransplarrt tissue: 
Stem cells In 
’revolutionary' boost 


PAPJS (AFP) - Scientists 
Wednesday reported a simple 
way to tnm anuiial cells back 
to a youthful, neutral state, a 
feat hailed as a "game- 
changer” in the quest to grow 
transplant tissue in die lab. 

TliereseEirch, reportedm tlie 
journal Mature, could be the 
third great advance in stem 
cells -- a futuristic field that 
aims to reverse Alzheimer's, 
cancer and other crippling or 
letlial diseases. 

Tlie latest breakthrough 
comes from Japan, as did its 
predecessor winch earned its 
inventor a Nobel Prize. 

The new approach -- pro¬ 
vided It overcomes safety hur¬ 
dles -- could smash cost and 
technical barners m stem-cell 
research, said independent 
commentators. 

"If it works in man, tins 
could he tlie game-changer 
that ultimately makes a wide 
range of cell tlierapies avail¬ 
able using tlie patient's own 
cells as starting mat61131,“ said 
elms Mason, a professor of re¬ 
generative me dieme at Univer¬ 
sity College London

medicine will have arnved " 

Stem cells are primitive 
cells that, as they grow, differ¬ 
entiate into tlie various spe¬ 
cialised cells that make up the 
different organs -- the brain, 
the heait, kidney and so on 


The goal IE to create stem 
cells in the lab and nudge them 
to gi'ow into these differenti¬ 
ated cells, tlius replenishing or¬ 
gans damaged by disease or 
accident. 

One of the obstacles, 
tliDugh, IS ensuring Uiat these 
transplanted cells ai'e not at¬ 
tacked as alien by tlie body's 
immune system. 

To achieve that, the stem 
cells would have to caiiy the 
patient's own genetic code, to 
identify them as friendly. 

In 199S came the first gam: 
the use of clomng technology 
-- pioneered witli Dolly the 
sheep — to harvest stem cells 
fi'om eaiiy-stage embryos 
grown fi'om the donor's own 
DMA. 

Hugely versatile, these 
"plimp 0 tent" stem cells are 
controversial as the method 
entails destroying the embryo, 
something opposed by reli¬ 
gious conservatives and otliers. 
In 'JQQd, a team led by Slimy a 
Yamanaka of Kyoto Umver- 
sity who was a co-recipient of 
the JOn Nobel Prize for Med¬ 
icine, created so-called induced 
phmpotent stem cells (iPS).

WASHINGTON (AFP) - Ttie 
Federal Reserve stayed the 
CQurse an tapenng its stimulus 
for the US economy Wednes¬ 
day, reducing asset purchases 
by SlQ billion for the second 
month m a row. 

Amid emerging-market tur¬ 
moil blamed lu part on its 
stimulus reduction, the Fed, as 
exp ected, cut the monthly 
bond-buying program to $fi5 
biUiou beginning February and 
left its benchmark interest rate 
near zero, citing "growing un- 
d erlyin g stren gth in th e 
broader economy." 

Wrapping up the final meet¬ 
ing of the Federal Open Mai- 
ket Committee under departing 
Chaiiman Ben Bemanl^e, pol¬ 
icy makers noted that despite 
some mixed economic indica¬ 
tors since their December 
meeting, overall tlie US econ¬ 
omy was doing b etter. 

Information indicates "tliat 
growth m economic activity 
picked up in recent quarters," 
the FOMC said in a statement. 

Tliat was a bit more upbeat 
til an its December assessment 
of the economy "expanding at 


a moderate pace.*" 

"The Committee sees the 
risks to tlie outlook for the 
economy and the labor market 
as having become more neaiiy 
balanced/ it said. 

Appealing to acbi owl edge 
the shockingly weal^ Decem¬ 
ber jobs report, which many 
economists blamed on severe 
winter weathei; the FOMC 
said that "labor market indica¬ 
tors were mixed but on balance 
showed fiirther improvement." 

Household spending and 
business fixed investment has 
sped up in recent months, 
wlule the housing recovery 
was slowing. 

Aliliough fiscal policy re¬ 
mained a hindrance to growdi, 
the impact of government 
budget cuts and tax increases 
was "dimimshing," the Fed of¬ 
ficials said. 

Meanwhile expectations for 
inflation, running below tlie 
Fed's 2 Q percent target "hsn.fe 
remained stable. " 

Tlie Fed, whose dual man¬ 
date IS maximum employment 
and price stability, said that 
conditions wei'e appropnate for 


a further tapeimg of stimulus. 

“Takinginto account the ex¬ 
tent of federal fiscal retrench¬ 
ment since the inception of its 
cuiTent asset purdiase pro¬ 
gram, the Committee contin¬ 
ues to see tlie improvement m 
economic activity and labor 
market condifions over that pe- 
nod as consistent with ^ow¬ 
ing undeiiying strengtli in the 
broader economy " it said 

Tlie FOMC predicted that, 
with appropriate policy, "eco¬ 
nomic activity will expand at a 
moderate pace and tlie unem¬ 
ployment rate will gradually 
decline toward levels tlie Com¬ 
mittee judges consistent witli 
its dual mandate." 

It was the last FOMC meet¬ 
ing chaired by Beruanke, who 
steps down Friday after an 
ei^t-year tenure at the helm 
of the US centi'al bank 
The FOMC decision was ap¬ 
proved unanimously for the 
first lime since June 2011. It 
was endorsed by 10 voting 
committee members, including 
Janet Yellen, the current vice 
chair who succeeds Bemaiike 
as the first woman to head the 
Fed on Saturday.

For the Dufour Lapointe 
family, skiing was merely a

“We've been sailing since

“We'd always be on a boat tn 
the summer and in winter, &r 
outdoor activities, we turned to 
skiing and it was around age 
tliree that the girls took their 
first skiing lessons"

NEW YORK (AFP) - Peyton Manning shrugged off any 
notion that he might retire if he guides the Denver Bron¬ 
cos to a Super Bowl 48 victorVp saying that he wants to 
keep playing. The ST-yearold star quarterback who en¬ 
joyed a record-setting campaign this season would 
match hts younger brother Eli with a second Super 
Bowl crown if the Broncos beat Seattle Seahawks in 
next Sunday's championship game. "I still enjoy play¬ 
ing football," said Manning. "I think as soon as I stop 
enjoying it, if I can't produce, if I can't help a team, 
that's when I will stop playing. Manning underwent four 
neck surgenes and was released two years ago by the 
Indianapolis Colts, whom he led to a 2007 Super Bowl 
win over Chicago. Manning ted Denver to a one-season 
NFL record SOS points, 17 more than the old mark set 
by the Tom Brady 4ed 2007 New England Patriots. Man¬ 
ning completed 55 touchdown passes, breaking 
Brady's season NFL mark of 50 from 2007. And Man¬ 
ning's 5,477 passing yards were one more than the old 
mark set by Drew Brees of New Orleans in 2011.
